Three  Dozen  Men  Take  Solemn  Oath 
to  Use  No  Cash  or  Whisky 
Illegally. 

RICILMOXD,  Ky.,  Nov.  9.— Three 
dozen  candidates  for  county  ofhces 
before  next  Saturday's  Democratic 
primary  lined  up  Saturday  and  took 
a  soleipn  oath  to  refrain  from  the  use 
of  whisky,  money  or  other  illegal  in- 
fluence to  gain  votes  in  their  respect- 
ive races.  Not  only  so,  but  the  pro- 
hibition extends  to  the  candidates' 
^friends,  and  prosecutions  will  follow 


Washington,  Nov.  9. — Invitations  to 
a  sectmd  meeting  in  Washington  of 
the  governors,  or  their  representa- 
tives, have  been  sent  out  by  the  na- 
tional conservaticm  of  resources  com- 
mission. The  date  announced  is 
Tuesday,  Dec.  1,  tbe  first  general 
meeting  of  the  conservation  commis- 
sion itself  for  organization.  Both 
these  meetings  are  the  outgrowth  of 
the  White  House  conference  of  gov- 
ernors last  May,  at  which  the  con- 
servation movement  was  launched. 

At  the  forthcoming  meeting  the 
governors  will  discuss  the  work 
which  the  national  amservation  com- 
mission  has  been  carrying  on  during 
the  sammer  and  faU.  TIm  outcome  of 
this  woik  la  tha  llrat  thoffoagh  Inven- 
torjr  of  tlie  nation's  natural  reeooroes 
the  fetdenti  government  has  ever 
made.  The  Inventory  is  now  practi- 
cally complete,  and  most  oi  the  sum- 
maries on  the  waters,  forests,  lands 
and  minerals  of  the  United  States 
have  been  handed  in  by  the  experts, 
who  have  been  steadily  at  work  on 
them  for  nearly  five  months.  On  this 
inventory,  which  the  conservation 
commlMton  expects  to  lay  before  the 
governors,  tb»  npoirt  which  Presi- 
dent RooaeTelt  has  reqaested  the 
commission  to  make  to  him  not  later 
than  Jan.  1  wUi  be  baaed.  From  pres- 
ent indications  the  December  confer- 
ence will  be  second  in  importance 
only  to  the  conference  of  governors 
at  the  White  House  last  May.  Gov- 
ernors who  can  not  attend  in  person 
will  send  representatives,  and  the  ex- 
ecutives are  invited  to  bring  advisers 
along,  as  they  diu  last  spring. 

The  governors  of  more  than  half  of 
the  states  have  ^  appointeu  commis- 
sive, and  uieee  commissions  are 
now  at  work  along  the  same  lines  in 
their  states  that  the  natiOKfd  commis- 
sion is  following  for  the  whole  coun- 
try. The  gbvemoTfr  of  moet-^  the 
other  states  have  announced  their  in- 
tention to  ai)point  commissions. 
'  Thn  week  bt-Rinning  Dec.  C  will  be 
j  a  conservation  week  in  Wash;ne;ton, 
I  bringing  together  many  repres.  nta- 
I  tive  n:cn  frcm  all  paits  of  the  coua- 
i  try.  There  will  be  at  least  four  im- 
portant bodies  in  session  h^re  whose 
purposes  are  connected  with  the  con- 
servaticHi  .  movement.  Besides  the 
meeting  of  the  governors  with  the 
national  conservation  comm'ssion, 
the  country  life  commission  will  hold 
a  meeting  after  having  completed  the 
first  part  of  its  swing  around  the 
country.  The  southern  commercial 
congress,  whcse  chief  purpose  is  the 
awakening  of  the  people  of  the  14 
southern  states  to  the  value  of  their 
natural  resources,  will  be  in  session 
on  Dec.  7  and  8  and  will  then  mer^e 
with  the  national  rivers  and  har!>  )i.s 
congress,  which  will  hold  its  annual 
meeting  Dec.  9  to  li.

Washington,  Nov.  9.  —  "Secretary 
Taft'a  religloaa  faith  is'  -purely  his 

own  private  concern  and  not  a  matter  j 
for  general  dis-^ussion  and  political 
dlscrlaaination,'*  saya  President 
Roosevelt  in  a  letter  he  has  made 
public,  in  which  he  answers  nu- 
meroas  correspcmdeats.  The  presi- 
dent says  he  deferred  the  publication 
of  the  letter  until  now  to  avoid  any 

agritation  likely  to  influence  the  eles- 
tion. 

President  Roose\elt  .^  letter,  which 
Is  addressed  to  J.  C.  Martin..  Dayton. 
O.,  bestais  with  numerous  eictraets 
troft  letten  recrived  by  him  durine 
the  rampolgn,  the  tenor  .of  tirbich 
ware  the  teporta.that  Judge  Taft  is 
an  tafldel  (Unitarian)  and  that  Mta 
wife  and  brother  are  Roman  Catho 
lies,  the  inference  being  that  if  he 
is  in  sympathy  with  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic church  on  account  of  his  wife 
and  brother  being  members  of  that 
faith  it  would  be  an  objection  to  a 
BuflScient  number  of  voters  to  defeat 
him  and  if,  on  tbe  other  hand,  he  Is 
an  infidel,  that  wooM^W  sare  to  4e> 
feat  him. 

To  theae*^  objectkma  President 
Rooeer^  i^Uea  la  part  as  f<rilows: 

-Tvk  ask  that  Mr.  Taft  shall  'let 
the  world  know  what  his  religious 
belief  is.'  That  is  purely  his  own 
private  concern;  and  it  is  a  matter 
between  him  and  his  Maker,  a  matter 
for  his  own  conscience;  and  to  re- 
quire it  to  be  made  public  under  pen- 
alty of  political  discrimination  is  to 
negative  the  first  principles  of  our 
government,  which  guarantees  com- 
plete religious  liberty  and  the  right 
to  each  man  to  act  in  religious  affairs 
as  his  own  conscience  dictates.  Mr. 
Taft  never  asked  my  advice  in  the 
matter,  bat  if  he  jttad  asked  It  I 
should  have  emphatically  advised 
him  against  thus  stating  publicly  his 
religious  belief.  The  demand  for  a 
statement  of  a  candidate's  reli,e;iou" 
belief  can  have  no  meaning  excenr  j 
that  there  may  be  uiscriniination  fol*  j 
or  Lcainst  him  becau.~e  of  tliat  belief.  I 
Discrimination  against  the  holder  of 
one  faith  means  retaliatory  discrimi- 
nation against  men  of  other  faiths. 
The  inevitable  result  of  entering 
Qp<m  such  a  practice  would  be  an 
abandonment  of  our  real  freediHn  of 
conscience  and  a  reversion  to  the 
dreadfal  conditions  of  religious  dis- 
sensi<m  which  iii  so  many  lands 
have  proved  fatal  to  true  liberty,  to 
true  religion,  and  to  all  advance  In 
civilization. 

Cites  Abraham  Lincoln. 

'^o  discriminate  against  a  thor- 
oughly upright  citisen  because*  he  be- 
kmjss  to  aoaiie  particular  church,  or 
became,  like  Abraham  Lincoln,  he 
has  not  avowed  his  allegiance  to  any 
church,  is  an  outrr.Re  against  that 
liberty  of  conscience  which  is  one  of 
th(.>  f(jii:i(lations  of  American  life.  You 
are  entitled  to  know  whether  a  man 
seekiiif;  your  siiffraires  is  a  man  of 
fclean  and  upright  life,  honorable  i'l 
all  his  dealings  with  his  fellows,  and 
fit  by  qualif.cation  and  purpose  to  do 
well  in  the  great  office  for  which  he 
is  a  candidate;  but  you  are  not  enti- 
tled to  knofw  matters  which  de  pure- 
ly between  himself  and  his  Maker. 
If  It  Is  proper  or  legitimate  to  oppose 
a  man  for  being  a  Unitarian,  as  was 
John  Quincy  Adams,  for  instance,  as 
is  the  Rev.  Edward  Everett  Hale,  at 
the  i?resent  moment  chaplain  of  the 
senate  and  an  American  of  whose  I'fe 
all  good  Americans  are  proud — then 
it  would  be  equally  proper  to  support 
or  oppose  a  man  because  of  his  views 
on  Justification  by  faith,  or  the  meth- 
od of  administering  the  sacrament, 
w  the  goapel  of  aalvatlim  by  worlcs.

"I  know  Catholics  who  have '  for 
many  years  represented  constltuea* 
cies  mainly  Protestant,  and  Frotea* 
tants  who  have  for  many  years  rep* 
resented  constituencies  mainly  CatlK 
ollc;  and  among  the  congressmen 
whom  I  know  j-artiirularly  well  was 
one  man  of  Jewish  taith  who  repre- 
sented a  di:  trict  in  which  there  wore 
hardly  any  Jews  at  all.  All  of  those 
men  by  their  very  existence  in  polite 
leal  life  refute  the  slander  you  have 
uttered  against  year  feAow  Amert' 
cans.

New  York  is  destined  to  be  the  great  air  port 
of  fhe  woild.  The  mmgnifioent  harbor,  which  has  at- 
tracted the  ships  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  will 
serve  equally  well  when  we  navigate  the  air.  We  will 
be  CToeeing  the  Atlantic  ocean  in  three  or  four  years. 
At  first  it  will  be  done  by  some  adventurou3  sports- 
man, but  aa  our  airships  are  improved  and  we  grow 
more  confident  and  skilled  in  handling  airships  their 
practical  commercial  value  will  appear.  Some  day 
we  will  see  great  airships,  after  making  the  trip  from 
Europe  in,  incredibly  short  time,  hovering  over  our 
harbor  an^  lowering  their  great  boatlike  baskets  or 
cabins  into  the  water,  wliile  tugs  will  bring  them 
alongside  the  clocks  to  land  their  passengers  and 
freight.  The  future  of  the  airship,  it  seems  to  me,  lies 
in  some  improved  form  of  the  dirigible  ballootf.  The 
development  of  this  form  has  been  carried  further 
than  in  the  case  of  the  aeroplane.  I  am  rather  skeptical  as  to  the  commer- 
cial Talne  of  the  aeroplane,  at  least  for  a  long  time  to  come.  The  dirigible 
balloon  travels  further,  and  if  not  as  fast  at  least  with  more  certainty. 
The  French  iiud  German  governments  have  accomplished  much  with 
fheir  war  balloons.  They  will  stay  aloft  hours  where  the  aeroplane  will 
fliaj  np  for  minutes.  At  the  present  stage  of  their  devdopn^ent  they  are 
iht  more  practical  machine. 

The  lifting  powers  of  balloons  may  be  increased  indefinitely  by  build- 
ing larger  bags.  As  we  learn  to  control  them  better  there  is  no  reason 
why  they  should  not  be  used  as  commercial  machines.  There  is  to-day  a 
TCfy  general  terror  of  the  balloon  and  aerial  navigation  in  general,  but 
iStoB  will  disappear  largely  as  the  airships  become  more  familiar.  I  have 
made  1,280  ascensions  and  taken  np  nearlj  600  persons  without  serious 
miihap.  In  time  aerial  navigatiMi  will  grow  safer  aa  in  the  case  of  any 
other  means  of  locomotion. 

The  airship  is  by  no  means  as  dangerous  a  vehicle  as  most  people 
imagine.  When  accidents  occur  it  is  usually  due  to  carelessness  (m*  ignor- 
ance, just  as  in  the  case  of  automobiles.  The  time  has  come  when  the 
pilots  or  navigators  of  airships  should  be  governed  by  explicit  laws.  I  pur- 
pose having  some  such  l^islation  presented  at  Albany  this  fall.  Xo  one 
-aliould  be  allowed  to  go  up  who  has  not  nveivcd  a  pilot's  license  and 
proved  his  ability  as  an  engineer.  At  present  a  pilot  s  license  is  granted 
i»  any  <Hie  who  has  made  tm  ascensions,  one  at  night,  and  has  been 
passed  by  two  regularly  licensed  pilots.  I  would  suggest  that  the  «l- 
gineer  on  a  dirigible  or  aeroplane  be  licensed  in  the  same  way.

Art  of  the  future — that  is  to  say,  such 

part  of  art  as  will  be  chosen  from  among 
all  the  art  diffused  among  mankind — will 
consist  not  in  transmitting  feelings  acces- 
siUe  only  to  members  of  the  rich  classes, 
as  is  the  case  to-day,  hut  in  transmitting 
such  feelings  as  embody  the  highest  relig- 
ioiBS  perception  of  our  times.  Only  those 
productions  will  be  considered  art  which 
transmit  feelings  drawing  men  together  in 
brotherly  union,  or  such  universal  feelings 
as  can  unite  all  men. 

Only  such  art  will  he  chosen,  tolerated, 
approved,  and  diffused.  But  art  transmit- 
^mg  feelings  flowing  from  antiquated,  womout  religions  teachings — 
church  art,  patriotic  art,  voluptuous  art,  transmitting  feelings  of  super- 
^tious  fear,  of  pride,  of  vanity,  of  ecstatic  admiration  of  national  heroes 
ttt  ensiting  exclusive  love  of  one's  own  people,  or  sensuality,  will  be 
guidf  n  i1  bad,  harmful  art  and  will  be  censured  and  despised  by  public 
Hpinion.  All  the  rest  of  art  transmitting  feelings  accessible  only  to  a  sec- 
"^tion  of  people  M'ill  be  considered  unimportant  and  will  be  neither  blamed 
mm  praised.  And  the  appraisement  of  vrt  in  general  will  devolve  not,  as 
is  now  the  case,  on  a  separate  class  of  rich  people,  hut  on  tfaiiS'jirhole  people, 
SO  that  for  a  work  to  be  esteemed  good  and  to  be  approved  of  and  diffused 
ft  will  have  to  satisfy  the  demands  not  of  a  few  people  living  in  identical 
MdA.  often  unnatural  conditions,  but  it  will  have  to  satisfy  the  demands  of 
all  those  great  masses  of  people  who  are  tituafed  in  the  natural  conditions 
of  laborious  life. 

The  artist  of  the  future  will  live  the  oomm<m  life  of  men,  earning 

.%ja  subsistence  by  some  kind  of  labor.  The  fruits  of  that  highest  spiritual 
tftnngth  which  passes  through  him  he  will  try  to  share,  with  the  greatest 
possible  number  of  people,  for  in  such  transmission  to  others  of  the  feel- 
ingj'  that  have  arisen  in  him  he  will  find  his  happiness  and  his  reward. 
The  artist  of  the  future  will  be  unable  to  understand  how  an  artist  whose 
jdiief  delight  is  in  the  wide  diffusion  of  his  works  could  give  them  only  in 
ddiange  for  a  certain  payment 

And  the  artists  producing  art  also  will  not  be  as  now,  merely  a  few 
people  selected  from  a  small  section  of  the  nation,  members  of  the  upper 
riniMTm  and  their  hangers-on,  but  will  consist  of  all  those  ^fted  members  of 
the  whole  people  who  prove  capaUe  of  and  ave  inrlinad  toward  aitistic 
jctivity. 

Artistic  activity  then  will  be  accessible  to  all  men.    It  will  become 
^eeessible  to  the  whole  people  because,  in  the  first  ptaoe,  in  the  art  of  the 
Jtotnre  not  only  will  that  complex  technique  which  deforms  the  productions 
the  art  of  to-day  and  requires  so  great  an  effort  and  expenditure  of  time 
he  demanded  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  demand  will  he  for  clearness, 
simplicity  and  brevity — conditions  mastered  not  by  mechanical  exercises 
Imt  by  the  education  of  taste.   And  secondly,  artistic  activity  will  become 
accessible  to  all  men  of  the  people  because  instead  of  the  present  profession- 
al tchools  which  only  some  can  enter,  all  will  leaiii  mnrie  tad  depletive 
art,  singing  and  drawing,  equally  with  letters  in  the 
elementary  schools  and  in  such  a  way  that  every  man 
farring  received'  the  first  principles  of  drawing  and 
music,  and  feeling  a  capacity  for  and  a  call  to  one  or 
the  other  of  the  arts,  will  be  able  to  perfect  himself 
in  it 

Another  difference  will  be  that  art  will  not  be 
produced  by  professional  artists  receiving  payment  for 
Hkeit  work  and  engaged  in  nothing  else  besides  their 
mL  rrhe  art  of  the  fntme  will  be  prodooed  by  all  mem- 
bers of  the  commimity  who  feel  the  need  of  such  activ- 
ity, but  they  will  occupy  themselTes  with  art  only  whcQ 
Hfegr  feel  fodi  need.

U  Umtats  Were  Not  Good,  Peirliaps  Tliese  Points  WIU  Help 
i  Yon  Aiiotlier  Year — By  B.  S.  Ptckett*  Aaslstaiii

For  the  man  without  the  time  or  the 

Inclination  to  study  carefully  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  operation  of  spraying,  the 
best  spray  to  use  at  all  times  is  a  very 
fine  mist,  thai  will  float  through  the 
trees  like  a  fog,  applied  under  a  pres- 
sure of  125  to  150  pounds  to  the 
square  inch.  The  orchard::=t  who  notes 
careftilly  the  character  of  the  various 
insects  and  fungous  enemies  which 
attaclc  the  apple  cmi^,  and  studies 
the  effect  of  different  methods  of  ap- 
plying spray  mixtures,  may  rary  this 
arbitrary  recommeadatioii  to  good  ad- 
Tanta£;e.  Dormant  tree  sprays  may 
be  applied  nnder  very  high  pressures, 
as  much  as  200  pounds  to  the  inch 
being  an  advantage.  Applications  of 
Bordeaux-Paris  green  mixture  should 
be  made  at  pressures  of  not  over  125 
pounds  per  square  inch.  When  thrown 
with  greater  force,  the  small  particles 
of  griity  matter  which  Rordeau.x  mix- 
ture contains  cannot  fail  to  injure  to 
■ome  extent  the  skin  of  the  apples 
and  the  foliage  on  the  tree.  The  writer 
believes  that,  if  Bordeaux  mixture  be 
applied  alone,  100  pounds  preasure  la 
Bufflcient  to  secure  a  fine  misty  spray 
that  will  f#l  softly  on  the  leaves  and 


observant  orchardist,  variations  from 
this  treatment  may  be  an  advantage. 
In  spraying  dormant  trees  lor  San 
Jose  scale.  It  is  almost  impossible  to 
co.it  every  twig  and  fork  in  the  tree 
with  lime-sulphur  solution,  unless  the 
operation  is  continued  until  there  is 
more  or  less  drippin.g  from  the  trees. 

When  to  Spray. — The  most  effective 
spraying  is  preventive  spraying.  If 
the  foliage  and  fruit  be  thoroughly 
coated  with  poison  or  fungicide  before 
the  first  chewing  Uisect  or  the  first 
fungus  spore  light  upon  them,  the 
insept  will  be  destroyed  at  its  first 
meal  and  the  first  fimgous  infection 
will  be  prevented.  When  insects  or 
fungous  diseases  have  become  plenti- 
ful, both  are  more  difficult  to  control. 
They  multiply  more  and  ever  more 
rapidly.  More  of  them  will  find  uni>ro 
tected  spots  on  the  foliage  and  fruit 
and  secure  not  only  one  meal  but 
several,  if  they  be  Insects,  or  obtain 
a  foot-hold  from  which  to  grow  and 
spread,  if  they  be  fungi.  The  orchard- 
ist may,  therefore,  accept  the  follow- 
ing as  the  first  principle  in  regard  to 
time  of  iH^rayhig:  Spray  to  coat  the 
foliage,  twlga-or  Xrult  with  poisQn.or

fruits,  giving  an  even  coating  of  Bor- 
deaux, that  the  s;>ray  will  liOt  run  to- 
gether into  drojis  as  quickly  as  it 
would  If  the  panicJes  were  driven  to- 
gether by  a  higher  pressure.  Arsen- 
ate of  lead  applied  alone  for  the  first 
brood  of  the  codling  moth,  should  be 
put  on  under  high  pressure,  the  high- 
er the  better  up  to  200  pounds.  At 
this  hig^  preasure,  the  poison 
win  bo  drivMi  through  the  ru- 
diments of  the  stamen  deep  in- 
to the  calyx  cups  of  the  young  apples. 
Paris  green  applied  with  a  small 
quantity  of  lime  and  very  carefully 
strained  through  a  fine  sieve  might 
also  be  applied  at  a  hiqh  jtressure, 
perhaps  150  to  175  jjounds  pei-  square 
inch,  thouuli  the  g!itt\-  particles  of 
lime  would  endan^'-'r  tlie  skin  of  the 
apjiles  arid  th^-  foliage  to  some  extent. 
Following  the  spraying  for  the  first 
brood  of  codling  moth,  it  may  not  be 
necessary  or  advisable  to  make  any 
applications  at  pressures  higher  than 
125  ifOunds.  In  deciding  on  the  char- 
acter of  his  spray,  the  grower  must 
also  take  into  consideration  the  dense- 
ness  of  the  foliage,  the  height  fst  the 
trees,  and  the  distances  to  which  the 
spray  must  be  thrown. 

It  is  customary  to  advise  spraying 
until  the  surfaces  of  the  leaves  are 
coated  with  spray  in  the  form  of  very 
fine  drops,  discontinuing  the  operation 
just  before  the  drops  begin  to  run  to- 
gether and  dripping  from  the  foliage 
commences.  In  practice  it  is  difficult 
to  attain  this  ideal  completely,  but 
the  more  nearly  it  can  be  approached 
the  better.

Spraying  has  been  found  so  uni 
versally  profitable  that  it  seems 
scarcely  worth  while  to  discuss  its 
benefits.  The  ever  increasing  army 
of  insect  and  fungous  pests  requires 
ever  increasing  vigilance  and  persist- 
ence in  the  application  of  preventive 
.and  remedial  measares.  The  enormous 
increase  in  the  area  being  planted 
with  aiiple  frees  throughout  every  im- 
portant apple  grovving  region  in  the 
United  States  is  resulting  in  an  in- 
creasing production  of  this  crop.  The 
public  taste  is  becoming  more  and 
more  discriminating.  As  a  result  of 
Ih;  se  facl>)rs  iiu  the  orcharding  busi- 
iH'ss.  the  p<»s.sil)T]i!y  of  disposing  of  a 
poor  grade  of  fruit  is  decreasing,  at 
the  same  time  that  the  actual  amount 
of  insect  and  fungous  injured  fruit 
is  increasing.  These  self-same,  ccmdi- 
tions.  however,  create  the  opportunity 
to  make  large  profits  by  prodoeiiig  a 
high  grade  of  fruit  A  Ifarst-class 
grade  of  apples  cannot  be  grown  in  a 
region  such  as  Illinois,  where  insect 
and  fungous  pests  are  very  prevalent, 
unless  special  precautious  are  taken 
to  guard  against  them.  Illinois  pro- 
duces certain  varieties  of  apples  of 
imsuri)assed  llavor  and  market  value, 
when  free  from  imperfections  caused 
!iy  insects  and  diseases.  It  will  pay 
to  yrow  perfect  specimens  of  these 
varieiies.  Spraymg  is  the  most  ef- 
fective preventive  of  the  damage  lia- 
ble to  occur  through  attacka  of  these 
pests.

Keep  Fowls  Clean.— With  fowls  as 
with  everything  else,  an  ounoe  of  pre- 
vention is  worth  a  pound  of  cure. 
Where  birds  are  given  proper  sanitary 
care  they  seldom  contract  disease. 


Keep  Iliucklings  from  Chicka.— Duck- 
lings should  not  be  allowed  with  other 
young  poultry.  They  will  gobble  up 
most  of  the  feed  and  pollute  the  drink- 
ing water. 


Don't  Overfeed. — ^There  is  such  a 
thing  as*  getting  the  hens  too  fleshy. 
They  are  apt  to  becf^ne  lazy  and  sit 
around  all  the  time.

The  right  of  this  Assooia- 
tioin  to., exist  depends  upon  its  aim 
to  help  the  unfortunate  and  worthy 
poor,  the  needy  aged  and  tin*  helpless 
sick.  But  in  each  case  to  assist 
them  in  coming  to  self-support  and 
thereby  maintain  their  self-respect. 
*the  haphazard  wfty  of  Hakinji;  np  a 
aabscription'  or  collection  for  the  re- 
pavted  poor,  without  regard  to  the 
vtal  cause  of  degtitation  or  condi- 


tions is  not  only  not  right  but  is  pos- 
itively wroi^.  Personal  effort  to  the 
exten^.of  C^ts's  alali^  is  the  first  es- 
senfwi  mirk  of  merit  m  charitable 

beneficence. 

Friendly  visiting,  therefore,  has 
added  to  the  beneficence  of  the  work. 
Some  twenty  ladies  from  six  churches 
of  tbe  city  have  volunteered  to  visit 
at  frequent  intervals  one  or  more 
families  who  need  and  appreciate  the 
friendliness  and  encouragesaent  these 
visitors  can  give  them. 

Employment  during  thtse  seas<His 
of  business  depression  has  been  un- 
usually hard  to  secure,  and  appli 
eaiil-<  aj«-  making  a  constant  call  up- 
on the  Charities  for  assistance  in  this 
line.  Positions  have-been  secured  the 
past  year  for  77  persons  through  the 
department. 

The  families  assisted  during  the 
year  constitute  4'J  percent  of  the  en- 
tire number  of  requests.  The  widows 
and  widowers  number  32  per  cent, 
those  separated  or  deserted  number 
10  "cr  ceiit,  and  those  cohabiting 
number  4  per  cent  of  the  entire  num- 
ber who  apply.  The  large  number  of 
widows  is  largely  due  to  the  result 
of  old  slave  families  and  receive  the 
kindest  consideration  from  the  well- 
to-do  white  families.  It  is  estimated 
that  1,577  individuals  were  iiichuled 
in  the  families  who  apnlied  for  as- 
sistance the  past  year,  and  of  this 
number  l.)2  were  tran^eiciit." 

Those  v.'ho  have  given  the  subject 
!>t'  charitable  giving  any  coi^sidera- 
tion  at  all,  or  who  have  read  to  any 
extent  the  views  of  those  who  have 
devoted  their  lives  to  the  work,  will 
realize  the  evil  of  indiseriminate 
chaiity.  *  A^  Mr.  Mhan  said: 

"IJie  right  of  this  association  to 
exst  iepends  minni  Its  aim  tt  heip  tke 

unfortunate  and  worthy  pocr.  th-* 
needy  aged  and  the  helpless  sick. 
But  In  each  case  te  assist  them  In 
coming  to  self-support  and  thereby 
maintain  their  self-respect.  The  hap- 
hazard way  of  taking  up  a  subscrip- 
tion* er  celeetlen  fer  the  reported 
poor,  without  regard  to  the  real  cause 
of  destitution  or  conditions  is  not 
only  not  right  but  Is  positively 
wrong." 

We  understand  that  to  establish  an 
Associated  Cliarities  here  will  take 
from  $35  to  $50  per  month  for  the 
salaiy  and  other-  incidentals  of  an 
experienced  secretary.  We  believ.i 
there  should  be  no-  hesitation  in  try- 
ing the  plan.  The  next  four  or  I'wv 
months  will  be  severe  ones.  Many 
will  need  assistance.  The  city  has 
its  poor  and  needy^  It  is  lai^ 
enough  to  su-  ort  such  an  organiza- 
tion. The  saving  in  indiscriminate  giv- 
ing wiH  more  thi^n  pay  the  cost  of 
such  an  oi^;anization. 

Our  city  is  growing  fast.  It  is  not 
as  it  was  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago, 
when  evei^body  knew  everjrbody  else 
and  neiirhbors  '-ould  aid  neighbors, 
who  needed  a  httle  helo.  Many  are 
strangers  and  their  needs  are  'not 
known.  A  per.son  employed  t<»  look 
after  such  things  can  investigate  and 
see  that  the  little  money  is  given  wise- 
ly. Several  thousand  dollars  have 
been  expended  in  charity  ea*di  winter 
by  our  various  churches,  our  socie- 
ties and  our  fraternal  orders.  Mneh 
of  it  W4S  given  unwisely  since  it  was 
given  without  adequate  investiga- 
tion. Would  it  not  he  better  to^sys- 
tematize  the  work  and  have  one  cen- 
tral authority  control  it  all? 

As  it  is  now,  some  families  or  in- 
dividuals will  be  helped  one  week  by 
perhaps  several  organizati<tns  and  in 
the  next  week,  they  will  receive  no 
help  at-  tXt.  Let  us  get  together  and 
see  that  the  little  aid  we  give  is  done 
systematically.  Dependent  individ- 
uals or  families  will  be  "^found 
work,  win  he  encouraged  to  seek  po- 
sitions and  will,  to  that  extent,  leave 
more  to  be  distributed  to  oth.er  needy 
cases."  The  poor  w31  be  oieonraged 
to  work,  their  aelf-reeqpeet  will  l>e 
maintained. 

Winchester  is  in  the  froefront  as  a 
hustfi]ig,'PT>-to-date  eity.  It  should 
iak«.'  h(»ld  <  1  this  question  as  it  does 
every  other  one  that  is  -^resented  for 
its  improvemitet  and  upbuilding.

to  the  unfortunate  wards  of  the 
State.  "  - 

But  we  should  go  a  step  farther 
A  capable  and  efficient  employe 
should  be  assured  of  his  'oosition. 

This  editorial  is  suggested  by  a 
News  dispatch  of  yesterday  which 
stated  that  the  Prison  Commission 
had  raised  $5,000  for  the  reeent  cam- 
paign. This  money  came  from  the 
employees  of  the  State.  They  were 
compelled  willingly  or  unwilfingly  to 
contribute  to  the  fund.  Their  posi- 
tions depended  on  their  responding; 
to  the  calL  Both  parlies  pursue  the 
same  tactics.'  We  venture  to  say  that 
there  wa*;  not  an  employee  at  Frank- 
fort who  did  not  give  up  his  mite  for 
the  campai^  fund  in  the  recent  elec- 
tion. 

The  scandal  of  these  compulsory 
contributiuus  forced  finally  the  pass- 
ing of  a  Nati<Hial  Civil  Service  law. 
Grover  Cleveland,  when  i)ie<ident, 
first  made  the  law  etiieient."  There 
are  undoubtedly  violations  in  every 
election.  Buttheyarereduced'toamin- 
umum  and  are  conducted  secretly 
and  stealthily.  And  neither  national 
party  would  tfilink  for  a  moment  of 
icpealing  the  present  law. 

There  is  no  reason  why  a  guard  ajt 
the  penitentiary  should  be  forced  to 
aid  the  Democratic  party  t<»  win  a 
victoiy,  nor  .should  a  deputy  (derk  in 
Louisville  under  a  Republican  chief 
be  made  to  help  carry^Kentncky  for 
the  lvei>uhli('ans.  They  are  both  pub- 
lic servants  of  the  whole  people  of  the 
State.  The  only  requirement  asked 
of  them  should  be  that  they  fulfill  the 
duties  of  their  positions  honestly  and 
efficiently.  If  either  desires  to  con- 
tribute voluntarily  that  is  a  different 
matter.

Thirty  or  mora  caadidatOB  for 
conoty^oflficea  in  liadlaon  have  met 

and  agreed  that  they  will  not  use 
whiskey,  money  or  other  illegal 
inflaence  to  gain  votes  in  their  re- 
spective  races.  Tbe  ^diapatch  aaya: 
''The  floaters  are  disconsolate,  tut 
the  candidates  who  were  on  the  eve 
of  a  tremendous  s^yggle  feel  a 
sense  of  relM  and  ^Uie  pnUic  gen- 
erally is  gratiiied  with  the  stand 
taken  for  a  clean  primary." 

This  is  as  it  should  be.  Ttere  is 
too  much  money  spent  unwisely 
and  lllegalij  in  eleelioM  and  in 
primary  contests.  Each  side  justi- 
fies its  buying  of  votes  by  tbe  state- 
ment that  ''we  most  fight  the  devil 
with  fire."  Bnt  tbia  is  not  true. 
The  evil  grows  by  being  fed.  Many 
floaters  now  will  not  even  vote  their 
own  convictions  unless  they  are 
paid  to  do  80. 

We  notice  that  in  the  Democratic 
press  of  Kentucky  much  is  said 
of  tbe  vast  amount  of  money  spent 
by  tbe  Bepnblicans  to  buy  the 
recent  eieoHoB.

SessHUS  Today. 

(ioiPERs  HAS  oprosmoN 


Opponents  of  Executive  Oflloer  Refer 
to  His  Lositifl  Campaign  as  Sign 
That    He  Has  Lost  Standinr  as 

Leader  of  Workingmen,  While 
Friends  Point  to  Certain  Congres* 
sional  Candidates  Defeated  For 
Anti-Union  Views  In  Kis  Favor. 

Denver,  Colo.,  Nov.  9. — The  twenty- 
eighth    annual    convention    of  the 

American  Federation  of  Labor,  which 
it  is  predicted  will  be  the  most  Im* 
portant  satherfng  of  delegated  of  that 
body  In  its  history,  bejran  In  this  city 
today.  The  political  program  carried 
out  by  the  executive  ooimel!  during 
the  rpccnt  roliticril  campal.';n,  and 
which  has  generally  been  referred  to 
aa  Mr.  Gompers'  plan,  will  come  up 
for  Indorsement.  Opponents  of  Sam- 
uel Gompers  of  more  or  less  strength 
within  the  federation  are  chare^insc 
him  with  "pernicious  political  aciiv- 
Ity"  and  using  other  arajuments  to 
eonvince  delegates  that  he  has  lost 
Standing  as  a  leader  of  workingmen, 
and  that  the  working  classes  need 
expect  nothing  from  congress  In  the 
way  of  legislation  if  Gompers  contin- 
ues at  the  head  of  the  federatloB. 

Amonc  those  who  iure  expected  to 
lead  the  ieht  acatest  the  r»«lecUon 
of  the  federation's  president  is  Daniel 
Keefe  of  the  longshoremen's  union, 
who  was  charged  with  deserting  the 
federation's  legislative  committee 
and  coming  out  for  Taft  in  consider- 
ation of  the  promise  of  political 
offlce.  Although  it  is  difficult  to  gp» 
the  temper  of  the  delegates  at  this 
time,  local  leaders  who  will  partici- 
pate in  the  sessions  of  the  conven- 
tion laugh  at  the  idea  of  Gompers 
being  turned  down.  They  point  to 
the  defsat  ot  certain  candidates  fbr 
congress  known  as  enemies  of  labor 
as  a  distinct  victory  to  tlM  canse  and 
one  to  be  Joyffeil  over,  in  spite  of  the 
federation's  unfruitful  support  of  the 
Democratic  national  ticket. 

In  addition  to  this  leading  question 
there  are  a  number  of  matters  up  for 
decision,  n.ostly  relating  to  internal 
diasenrlons  of  affiliated  bodies,  quar- 
rels over  jurisdiction,  etc.  Half  a

How  to  Give  an  Electric  Shock  While 
Shaking  Handa. 

To  receive  an  electric  shock  while 
shaking  hands  is  quite  a  mystery  to 
your  friends.  This  may  be  accom- 
plished with  the  aid  of  a  small  induc- 
tion com  that  can  be  conatmcted  at 
home.  The  core.  A,  Fig.  1,  ia  con- 
structed in  the  usual  manner  with 
small  soft  iron  wire  to  make  a  bundle 
about  three-slxfeenths  of  an  inch  in 
diameter  and  about  two  inches  long. 
The  coil  ends  are  made  from  card- 
board about  one  inch  in  diameter 
with  threo-si.xteenths-inch  hole  ia  the 
center.  When  cutting  the  hole,  cut  it 
as  shown  in  Fig.  2,  so  as  to  leave  four 
small  pieces  that  can  be  bent  out. 
leaving  the  projections  as  shown. 
After  wrapping  three  or  four  turns  of 
paper  around  the  bundle  <A  wirea  the 
cardboard  enda  are  put  on  with  the 
proJectionB  inatde,  so  the  ooila  of  whre 
will  hold  them  in  place.  About  70 
tuma  of  Na  S4  donble^overed  mag- 
net wire  ia  flrat  placed  on  the  core 
for  the  primary  a^d  then  1.500  turns 
of  No.  32  or  34  dOuWe-covered  wire  is 
wrapped  on  top  of  the  primary  for  the 
seccndary.  Sufficient  length  of  wire 
must  be  left  outside  from  each  end  of 
bo!h  windings  to  make  connections. 
The  vibrator,  B.  Fig.  1,  and  the  sup- 
port, C,  are  made  from  thin  spring 
steel  about  one-eigth  inch  wide,  bmit 
as  shown  and  securely  faatraed  to  the 
cardboard  end  of  .the  coXL  The  armar 
ture  ia  made  from  a  aoft  piece  ni  iron 
about  three-sizteentha-ineh  In  diameter 
ind  three  aizteentha-inch  tliick,  which 
is  soldered  to  the  end  of  the  vibrator 
lirectly  opposite  the  end  of  the  core. 
V  small  screw  is  fitted  in  the  end  of 
Mie  support,  C,  for  adjustment,  which 
hould  be  tipped  with  platinum  placed 
■  here  the  screw  will  toodi  the  vibra- 
or.  B.

pressed  without  attracting  atten- 
tion.

Mimiesota  City  Has  Had*  a  Mvdissa 
and  Dustless  Pavsmamt 

Mankato,  Minn.,  has  solved  tibe  prob- 
lem oi  flndinv  a  durable  pavoment  at 
smaH  aipenaa  and  one  tliat  can  be 
nssd  oo  sfesep.  gndes  «|  nadfijr  as  on 

a  level  surface. 

First  the  driveway  was  narrowed  to 
thirty  feet,  curbed,  guttered  and  boule- 
varded.  Then  it  was  excavated  to  the 
depth  of  six  inches  and  surfaced.  Five 
inches  of  dry  crushed  limestone  one 
and  a  half  to  two  Inches  in  diameter 
was  put  on  and  roBed  down  wttk  a  ten 
ton  roller. 

Boiling  tar  from  the  local  gas  w  orks 
was  applied  until  the  entire  surface 
was  covered.  Then,  says,  tlie  Cement 
Age,  a  layer  ot  teolcen  stone  an  liidi  to 
aa  Indi  and  a  qaarlsr  in  ffiameter, 
mlzad  with  coarse  grav^  was  anolied 
on  tiie  sorfaee  in  proportion  of  three 
parts  of  stone  to  one  of  gravel.  This 
was  first  mixed  dry  on  a  platform  and 
then  thoroughly  mixed  with  hot  tar 
and  applied  on  the  surface  two  inches 
thick  and  tamped  into  place  to  conform 
with  the  surface  of  the  street. 

Dry  domestic  cement  was  then  ap- 
plied to  the  surface,  and  the  str  -et  was 
again  rolled.  Then  a  coating  of  sand 
was  applied  and  the  roller  again  used. 
The  pavement  was  allowed  to  aland 
for  two  weeln  before  tta  strssc  was 
thrown  open  to  traTd* 

Tha  cost  was  80  cents  a  Uneal  foot  to 
the  imuyiiy  owners  on  each  side  of 
the  street  or,  rattier,  would  have  been 
had  ttie  entire  cost  been  assessed 
against  them.  The  street  has  a  prac- 
tically waterproof  pavement  six  inches 
thick,  and  it  is  impossible  for  the  ele- 
ments to  attack  the  surface.  The  pave- 
ment has  now  stooA  two  winters  and 
shows  not  the  slii^test  wear.  It  gives 
off  no  dust  in  amnaisr,  n  fg

The  comb  of  tortoise  shell  has  a 
very  pale  and  translucent  yellow,  tbe 
only  really  valuable  kind  of  clielL 

**|fany  people  thidk  this  pale,  on- 
mottled  shell  the  cheaper  Mud.**  the 
dealer  said.  "Do  you  know  why?  Be- 
cause the  Imitations  are  all  made  like 
this. 

"That  is  one  vulirar  error  about 
shell.  Another  Is  that  the  tortoise  Is 
killed  to  get  its  shell  casing.  That  Is 
as  absurd  an  error  as  it  would  be  to 
say  a  sheep  was  killed  to  get  its  wooL 

"What  b:  done  is  this:  Tbe  flsber- 
men.  having  caught  a  tortoise,  tie  him 
and  then  cover  hiSi  back  with  dry  grass 
and  leaves.  They  set  fire  to  this  stuff. 
It  bums  slowly,  and  the  heat  causes 
the  thirteen  pkites  of  the  shell  to 
loosen  at  the  Joints.  With  a  knife  the  \ 
plates  are  pried  off,  and  afterward  the  i 
tortoise  Is  set  free.  The  base,  or  root, 
of  his  shell  is  iutact  and  will  grow 
again.  If  tortoises  were  killed  to  get 
their  shell  they  would  kMig  since  have 
become  extinct. 

"No,  no.  Every  tortoise  Is,  as  It 
were,  a  farm— a  shell  farm.  Fishermen 
catch  him  regularly  and  with  heat  and 
a  knife  gently  remove  his  sliell.''— 
New  Orleans  Times-Democrat

Christian  association,  attended  the 
lecture  glvea  by  Professor  E.  D.  - Bur- 
ton of  Chicago  university  at  the  town 
hall.  Just  as  the  lieutenant  governor 
stepped  upon  the  dais,  a  young  man, 
who  afterwards  ^ave  the  name  of 
Nhodbury.  rushed  up  and  thrust  a  re- 
volver within  a  few  inches  of  Sir  An- 
drew's body  and  pulled  the  trigger 
twice,  but  the  cartriiij^es  missed  flrw 
and  Mr.  Barber,  who  is  an  American, 
flung  himseii  upon  the  iiengali.
